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Boost for Turbines 


RE we likely to see, in the foreseeable future, a practical gas turbine 
Ato: commercial vehicles? The answer, strangely enough, lies to 
some extent with motorways. Development has been slow, and the 

production of the Austin 250 b.h.p. industrial turbine in a form unsuitable 
for road vehicles highlights the technical problems that have to be over- 
come in the design of a relatively low-powered unit capable of operating 
efficiently over a wide speed range 

Ihe technical development problems have been tremendous over the 
post-war years, and the announcement by Austin that the production 
of a successful type of industrial unit may lead to the development of 
an automotive type for heavy vehicles within five years may later te 
regarded as a landmark 

Part-load economy represents the most valuable advantage of the 
diesel, and the turbine will have to make outstanding progress before it 
can compete with the diesel in applications involving a high proportion 
of low-throttle work. Of related significance, the objective of gas turbine 
makers in America appears to be an improvement in peak-load economy) 
Trunking vehicles in that country operate on many routes at near peak 
Output for the majority of their working life. The extension of the 
motorways in this country may eventually create a demand for vehicles 
that can cater for similar operating conditions 

Whereas, therefore, the economy gap between diesel and gas turbine 
presented an almost unsurmountable problem before the motorways 
arrived, the call for vehicles that can run continuously at high speeds will 
undoubtedly give the opportunity to evolve a suitable unit, based on 
known principles, without prohibitive capital outlay and development 
costs. Having obtained a market for gas turbines with acceptable peak- 
load economy, the makers will be in a more favourable financial position 
to concentrate on units with good part-load characteristics 

These comments may also be related to the production of smaller units 
with outputs of 50 b.h.p. and upwards. As stated by Dr. J. H. Weaving 
at the preview of the Austin turbine (described on page 256 of this issue), 
production of a 50 b.h.p. unit is a “technical possibility.” Without 
outstanding advances in the promotion of economy, however, a unit 
suitable for light commercial vehicles is a very long way from being a 
commercial proposition. It will undoubtedly be necessary to work down 
from the top with regard to power ratings as well as the percentage of 
maximum load at which the vehicle operates 

The majority requirement will always be for good pulling power 
throughout the speed range and reliability in extremely adverse 
conditions. The gas turbine must, therefore, measure up to this

Discussed 


A! an informal meeting held in 
London on Monday and organized 
by the lubrication group of the Institu 
tion of Mechanical Engineers, running-in 
practice for internal-combustion engines 
was discussed. 

As an introduction to the subject, the 
first speaker referred to  running-in 
practice as applied to engine manufac- 
ture. He said that the determination of 
the completion of the running-in of 
piston rings and cylinder bores was when 
full power could be applied without 
scuffing, or when oil consumption 
stabilized at an acceptable level—0O.5 per 
cent. of the fuel-consumption rate was 
suggested. Influences on running-in time 
were referred to, the point being made 
that crankshaft and bearing improve 
ments had resulted in relatively rapid 
acceptance of high loadings for these 
parts 

One of the speakers who followed said 
that part of the problem was the bedding- 
in of piston rings to cylinder bores which 
were not truly round. To do this quickly 
he advocated coating the top compression 
ring with an abrasive compound to a 
depth of 0.001 in. Such piston rings were

At all speeds, braking of the JOP was exceptionally 
good. The pedal was somewhat hard, but retardation was 
progressive and smooth. Figures obtained in the brake 
tests show that the designers have produced a layout as 
near the theoretically perfect as it is possible to get. What 
is more important, though, is that at the high efficiencies 
recorded, the pick-up was completely stable. There was 
not the slightest deviation from the straight line at any 
stage of the brake application and the braking balance 
was such that there was virtually no tendency for the rear 
wheels to lift 


Well-designed Suspension 


The suspersion of the JOP is through semi-elliptic leaf 
springs, with double-acting telescopic shock absorbers at all 
wheels, and an excellent ride was given over all road 
surfaces. Over rough roads the ride was soft and pitch- 
free, yet the suspension was sufficiently firm for good road- 
holding and stability when cornering and at speed. In 
off-the-road conditions, there was excellent traction 

The only criticisms I would make of the JOP are more 
or less personal ones. The windscreen wiper spindles are 
located at the base of the screen, one at the off-side and 
one at the near-side. As a result, each wiper sweeps only 
a quadrant and a fairly large V-shaped area in the centre 
of the windscreen is left unwiped. I think that this is 
always unsatisfactory, but the position is worsened on the 
JOP, because the driver’s eye level is much higher than 
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in a car and this makes the unswept area more obtrusive 
during rain. In fact, driving the pick-up through rain at 
night was, for me, fairly unpleasant although normally 
visibility was good and driving most enjoyable 

The only other point I would criticize is the steering 
wheel position. While the steering itself was light and 
responsive, my arms ached after a day’s driving due, in 
by opinion, to the wheel being rather high. The position 
may have been improved if the seat could have been moved 
farther back, but I had it in the last of its three positions 


Optional Axle Ratios Tested 

Cab and body of the JOP are of all-steel construction 
Floor area of the body (including the flap-topped wheel 
arches) is approximately 35 sq. ft., with a capacity up to 
the height of the sides of 60 cu. ft.

The 2.65-litre Velox engine fitted to the JOP has a low 
compression (7.0 to 1) head, and as a result, runs quite 
happily on regular grade petrol. This fuel was used through 
out the tests without the slightest sign of pinking 

The main fuel-consumption tests were carried out on the 
A6 between Barton and Clophill, on the section generally 
used for such tests, which gives a six-mile out-and-return 
journey. The particular series of tests is intended to give 
an indication of fuel consumption which can be expected on 
vehicles used for delivery work. All stops are of 15-sec 
duration and the basis for the average speed is the actual 
running time. In the case of the JOP, which is unlikely to 
be used on such work, the results obtained give an indica 
tion of the probable consumption in various traffic condi 
tions and on various types of work. 

Consumption figures obtained are fairly consistent and 
most interesting, particularly in the comparisons between 
the optional rear-axle ratios 

For the particular type of running and the terrain 
encountered on the test route, the 4.625-to-| ratio seems to 
be the more suitable, but for high-speed running and work

Services agree that “the present and probable future 
levels of rural bus services are not adequate to avoid a degree 
of hardship and inconvenience sufficient to call for special 
steps.” But, while the majority think that direct subsidies to 
operators are necessary, three disagree and urge that relief 
should be given through the total or partial remission of the 
duty on fuel. The three are Mr. W. T. James (B.E.1T.), Mr 
H. R. Nicholas (T. and G.W.U.) and Mr. E. B. Powley. 

I agree with the majority. I thoroughly dislike the fuel 
tax, but, looking broadly at the national interest, I see no 
reason why bus operators should be relieved in preference to 
A-licensed operators of goods vehicles, and, more particularly, 
why all p.s.v. operators should be relieved even if they do 
not operate stage services at all. 

The majority of the committee point out that an all-round 
remission would, in fact, greatly increase the profits of the 
large companies. To the suggestion that the remission might 
only apply to diesel fuel, they rightly reply that a 
number of rural buses are petrol-driven; and to the 
suggestion that the remission should only apply to 
they refer to the administrative difficulties

The coach is well styled, with the accent on maximum 
visibility for driver and passengers (the large main side 
windows are curved to include the cant panels), but possibly 
of more interest to passengers is the provision of full air- 
conditioning equipment, the mechanism for which is 
housed beneath the floor. The Hamburg has a Henschel 
115-b.h.p. oil engine and Z.F. five-speed synchromesh 
gearbox, and its total operating weight is 9} tons 

Another interesting body—but this time of Swiss manu- 
facture—is that built by Eggli, S.A. on a Biissing under- 
floor-engined air-sprung chassis. Like the Hamburg, there 
are only four main windows on each side and these are 
curved upwards to dispense with the need for a conven- 
tional cant rail and so give maximum passenger visibility 
This Eggli vehicle has 37 seats and is particularly well 
finished. The frontal styling incorporates paired head- 
lamps. 

Flex-Trac for Britain 

The Swiss Meili Flex-Trac “ folding ~ 6 x 6 is on show 
again, but this time in a more sophisticated form with a 
well-styled and comfortably equipped cab, behind which is 
located a Ford 6D oil engine driving through a four-speed 
synchromesh gearbox. This interesting design is shortly 
due to be manufactured in England by J. C. Bamford 
(Excavators), Ltd., Rocester, in the 3-ton-payload form as 
exhibited at Geneva. 

With regard to other “out of the run” exhibits, an 
interesting one is the relatively new aircraft tug shown 
by Kléckner-Humboldt-Deutz, AG. This is the Magirus 
Deutz Orion 250 model, which is powered by a Deutz V-12 
air-cooled 250-b.h.p. oil engine driving through a Voith 
Diwabus 200-S automatic torque-converter transmission. 

This tractor weighs 164 tons and can handle aircraft 
weighing 150 tons. It drives through the rear wheels only, 
which shod with 11.00-20-in. Michelin “XX” tyres,

Fire appliances abound at this Geneva Show, including 
examples based on Land-Rover and Austin chassis. The 
Austin appliance has Emil Frey bodywork, and the chassis 
is a 2-ton forward-control model with six-cylindered petrol 
engine. Because of the excessive electrical requirements 
for a vehicle of this type A.C. equipment has been fitted, 
made by Leece-Neville, Cleveland, Ohio, U.S.A. The 
generator is mounted on the engine and driven by a single 
V-belt from a crankshaft pulley, and it produces 60 amp 
at 14y 

Gipsy Station Wagon 

Some of the other Austin exhibits are fairly novel also, 
including a Gipsy station wagon, the aluminium super 
Structure for which was made by Emil Frey, and a drop 
sided truck based on an Austin 152 pick-up, the body of 
which protrudes considerably beyond the normal rear 
panelling of the vehicle. 

In an alpine country like Switzerland it is only natural 
that snow-clearing equipment should feature prominently 
at their Motor Show. One of the smallest snowploughs at 
the display is that based on a Steyr-Daimler-Puch Haflinger. 
the blade in front of which almost obscures this diminutive 
4x4. 

At the other end of the scale is the Richard Continental 
CR 8 plough which has a 4 x 4 chassis of bulldozer rugged 
ness and is powered by a Berliet 9.5-litre 160-b.h.p. oil 
engine. The vehicle has a six-speed transmission, the lowest 
ratio of which gives a working speed of | m.p.h., and 
21.00-25-in. tyre equipment is employed. 

Although the Swiss vehicle manufacturers—F.B.W.—do 
not have any completely new vehicles to show, they are 
exhibiting a new horizontal oil engine which, with turbo- 
charger, produces 160 b.h.p. This is an advance of 30 
b.h.p. over the normally aspirated version—an entirely 
satisfactory output for a 7-litre unit. 

A fairly recent innovation by F.B.W. has been the use ol 
a Self-Changing Gears six-speed semi-automatic gearbox on 
some of their vehicles. There are two buses on display with 
this equipment, one being an integral design produced by 
Hess, S.A., built for the Swiss postal authorities. Thi 
vehicle has an F.B.W. six-cylindered underfloor engine 
which developes 130 b.h.p. at 2,400 r.p.m. Light metal is 
used extensively in the construction of this vehicle.

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Gas Turbine for Heavies 


MOTOR 


HOWN for the first time at the 
GQ rectrica Engineers Exhibition at 

Earls Court on March 21, the 
Austin 250 industrial gas turbine is 
regarded by the makers, The Austin 
Motor Co., Ltd., Longbridge, as an 
important step towards the develop- 
ment of an automotive type of power 
unit. 

At a preview of the turbine earlier 
in the month, Dr. J. H. Weaving, chief 
gas turbine engineer, said that a power 
unit of 250 b.h.p. had been produced 
because this output represented the 
lower limit for efficient operation as 
applicable to automotive-type units. 

The industrial turbine is a single- 
shaft unit without a heat exchanger, 
but experimental work is well advanced 
in the development of a_ twin-shaft 
type equipped with an efficient heat 
exchanger which will be suitable for 
heavy vehicles. In Dr. Weaving’s view, 
commercial vehicles fitted with gas tur- 
bines will be operating on fast 
trunking routes within five years, the 
extension of the motorways being a 
potentially important factor in thei 
efficient application. 


12 Years’ Work 

the industrial tur- 
follows 12 years of intensive 
experimental work. This included the 
production of a 120 b.h.p. unit with a 
heat exchanger which was fitted in an 
Austin Sheerline car (registration num- 
ber TUR 1) in 1954, the vehicle being 
used as a mobile test bed over a 
number of years. The industrial 
turbine has completed a 500-hr 
endurance test under full load, and 
turbine biades have been successfully 
tested under simulated running con- 
ditions for periods up to 2,000 hr., the 
main objective being the evaluation of 
fixing methods applied to the blade 
roots, which are developed with the 
aid of photo-elastic equipment

Moreover, of special impor- 
tance stalling torque would be three 
times the normal operating torque 


Cheaper 

It is relevant that the cost of an 
industrial turbine in its bare form is 
£2,500, whereas a typical oil engine 
developing 250 b.h.p. around 
£3,000. With the development of an 
efficient heat exchanger the automotive 
version of the turbine is expected to 
operate as economically as an oil 
engine in terms of fuel consumption 
when producing full power, and to 
offer reduced maintenance costs. The 
gas turbine ts easy to start, it can pro- 
duce full power within a few seconds 
of starting and it will maintain peak 
output continuously without loss of 
tune. This is mainly the outcome of 
obviating piston rings.

The Commercial Potentialities of a Goods Vehicle Must Always Be 
Its Ultimate Criterion, Particularly When an Evaluation of Specialized 
Vehicle Operation is Being Undertaken 


OTH the adaptability and flexibility of the service road 

transport can offer to trade and industry have been, and 

remain, prime reasons for its continued expansion. The 
vast increase in the types of traffic offered, particularly by 
completely new industries in many cases, have made great 
demands on the resourcefuiness of both manufacturers and 
operators of commercial vehicles. Additionally, what would in 
the past have been considered specialized vehicles, are now 
being included in the range offered by the quantity-producing 
manufacturers 

There is little doubt that this trend will continue 
there will. be increasing employment of commercial vehicles 
designed specifically for one particular traffic. Because of the 
potential growth of traffic which can be expected in the fuel, 
chemical and frozen-food industries—to mention only three 
examples—it must obviously be a trend to which many hauliers 
are giving increasing attention. 

Whilst this potential may not be in doubt, the commercial 
implications for the road transport operator may not always 
be fully appreciated, especially if his previous experience has 
been limited to a more general type of haulage in which the 
platform vehicle has formed the backbone, if not the whole.

T the outset it should be clearly understood, when the 

possibility of acquiring and operating a specialized vehicle is 
under review, whether the demand for this new service has come 
from the customer (or the sales or manufacturing department 
where an ancillary user is concerned), or from the operator 
himself. This is an important point which may be overlooked 
Obviously, if the idea of employing a specialized vehicle for a 
particular job is inspired by some economy in use which the 
operator hopes to obtain, then it would be equitable that the 
operator should bear whatever additional might be 
involved, both in the purchase and subsequent running of the 
vehicle, and recoup these by the additional revenue which its 
greater efficiency should ensure. Because of its universal use 
today a tipper would hardly be considered to be a specialized 
vehicle, although at the time of its introduction it would 
doubtless come into this category. In the majority of cases 
where a tipper is used, benefits would result to the 
operator in quicker turn-round and, where the trip mileage was 
small, additional tonnages per day could be moved 

Similarly, in contrast to the movement of petroleum products 
in barrels loaded on a platform vehicle, as was the original 
practice in the early days, the modern tanker must obviously 
provide many advantages to both operator and customer. It 
is, however, just at this point where benefits are to be derived 
by both parties that specialized vehicles, though excellent in 
design and use in appropriate circumstances, can prove a 
liability to the operator and, in extreme cases, of little benefit 
to the customer. Thus, gains may be obtained by one party 
only at the cost of additional expenditure by the other 

It is, therefore, most important that, however attractive the 
technical details of any proposed vehicle may be as regards 
any special facilities for loading or unloading for example, it is 
essential that the claimed commercial must be 
obtainable in practice. The exceptional conditions which may 
ipply during a demonstration or trial run seldom apply in 
day-to-day operation. Even when commercial 
clearly established it will also be necessary to determine the 
proportion to which these benefits accrue to the operator and 
customer respectively

ITH the increasing growth of manufacturing and trading 

groups in recent production has 
resulted, in instances, in the 
particular process at one centre, and the successive process at 
another. For example, in the brewing industry 
amalgamations have had the effect of centralization of the 
actual brewing at one centre from which the beer is transported 
in bulk to another for bottling. Similar rearrangements of 
production and distribution have taken place in other industries 
with corresponding changes in the demand on transport 
services, 

It is significant that in a report published on the 
possibilities of bulk traffic passing by rail, both parties realize 
that if specialized wagons were employed they must inevitably 
return empty. This would increase the initial outlay necessary 
io inaugurate such a scheme, because an excess of wagons would 
be required to provide a reserve until the original wagons were 
returned. Whilst this would be self-evident to experienced 
operators, it is important to note that both parties realized this 
was the situation. In negotiation with prospective customers 
for the inauguration of a similar service by road, there must 
be an equal recognition of both the advantages and defects of 
providing a service needing specialized vehicles. Otherwise the 
haulier may well find that he has taken on an unprofitable 
contract

HEN considering the inauguration of a specialized delivery 
service, present and anticipated turn-round time require 

careful analysis. In a demonstration it may be shown that 
where a vehicle of given size could be unloaded by traditional 
means in one hour, for example, the addition of specialized 
equipment reduced this to, say, 15 minutes. As experienced 
operators will know, however, the actual time taken to unload 
is only part of the total turn-round time. Where the driver is 
delivering to a new consignee he must first locate not only the 
premises of his customer, but possibly the particular entry or 
loading bay. He may then have to wait his turn along with 
other vehicles, eventually unload and possibly return to some 
other office in connection with the necessary documentation 
The sum total, in terms of time for the whole of this exercise 
may substantially exceed the time taken merely to unload a 
vehicle by traditional methods. In fact, this latter period of 
time might even be only a small proportion of the total turn 
round time 

In that event the cost involved in providing a specialized 
vehicle would have to be offset by a comparatively small 
reduction in the overall turn-round time, and the results 
obtained would be not nearly so attractive as if the comparison 
were made on the basis of loading or unloading time only. 

The ideal for both industry and transport would be for the 
conveyance of the commodity to be planned from Start of 
manufacture to finish at the customers’ own premises. Whilst 
instances of this do already exist, particularly within the newer 
industries with their own ancillary fleets, it must be admitted 
that the great bulk of trade and industry of this country is long 
established, with many premises not suitable for complet 
mechanization in the handling of products

This axle is fitted to the ‘Chieftain’ and ‘Victor’ commercial 
and passenger vehicles made by Albion Motors of Scotstoun, 
and to the Leyland ‘Comet’.
